1. Call to Order 


The meeting was called to order at 1:30 p.m. 


2. Approval of Agenda 


It was moved and seconded (Singer/Tekel) to add an’ item to the agenda 
urider 5B - to ask Senate to change the composition of Council to provide 


a seat for a member from the Institute for Co-operative Education. 
Vote: CARRIED 


It was moved and seconded (Crowe/Murray) to add to the agenda under item 
7 the appointment of a student representative to the Student Requests 
Committee. Vote: CARRIED 


It was moved and seconded (Singer/Malik) to approve the agenda as amended. 
Vote: CARRIED 


3. Approval of Minutes 


It was moved and seconded (Crowe/Murray) to change the name of the 
seconder of motion 80-8-1 to Singer from Fischer. 
Vote: CARRIED 


‘It was moved and seconded (Singer/Malik) to approve the minutes of the 
meeting of September 5, 1980 as amended. Vote: CARRIED 


4, Chairman's Remarks 


Dean Cohen reported that Dean Taddeo was unable to be present at the 
meeting and that he had been asked to Chair the meeting in his absence. 


Dean Cohen introduced two new student representatives - Ms. Anne Moralejo 
C and Mr. Marc Eson, and welcomed them to their first meeting of Council. 


5. Questions and Announcements 


Human Ethics Committee 


Dr. Kornblatt in reporting on the Human Eithics Committee explained that 
it was a University Committee whose role it is to rule on the ethical 
acceptability of any funded project that deals with human subjects. The 
Committee takes its mandate from the Federal Government which passed a 
law some time ago that states in part, that its approach to research ethics is 
based on the principle that the rights and integrity of human subjects 
takes precedence over the needs ‘to conduct research. The Committee, he 
said, has come to the tentative conclusion that they would at least like 
to give a try to reviewing all research that is being done with human 
subjects in the University - Psychology studies, Sociology studies, 
Commerce studies, etc., by students and faculty. The Committee members 
think that it should be determined if the questions asked in doing 
research are ethically acceptable and first and formost worry about 
the privacy and the rights of the individual above the rights of the 
experiment. At the same time what it wishes to avoid is standing in 
the way of anybody's research. He continued by saying that the number 
of non-funded research projects in the University is close to 500, so 
that a way has to be found to streamline the mechanisms for review and 
that that is now in progress. Prof. Kornblatt concluded his report 

< by saying that a document was being prepared which would outline what 
the Committee's concerns are, and how the Committee feels would be 
reasonable to deal with them. The document when ready will be distributed 
to all departments. 


5.5 Representation on Council for the Institute for Co-operative Education 


80-9-6 It was moved and seconded (Singer/Trudel) to ask Senate to change the 
composition of Council to provide a seat for the recently created 
Institute for Co-operative Education. Vote: CARRIED 


6. Curriculum Committee Reports 
a) Mature Entry and Extended Credit Requirements (Report 22U, ASFC 80-9-Doc’.1) 


In introducing the report to Council, Dean Cohen explained that last year 
Senate had changed the concept of Mature Programmes to Mature Entry and 
had established that a minumum of 18 credits, in addition to the 90, 
would be required. The content of the additional credits was left for 
Faculties to decide. The document before Council] Dean Cohen said, was 

a one-year proposal for 1981-82 only which takes into account the new 
regulations. This will allow Curriculum Committee time to develop a new 
set of requirements which will be good, useful and creative for mature 
students entering in 1982-83. 


q 3-7 It was moved and seconded (Armstrong/Trudel) to approve the report on 
Mature Entry and Extended Credit Programmes (Report 22U, ASFC 80-9-D1) 
Vote: CARRIED 
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b) Policy on Grade Levels for Candidates for Recommendation for Teaching 
Certificates (Report 21U, ASFC 80-9-D1). 


Prof. McKeen asked to have a number of changes made in Report 21U: to 
remove the word "in" from the phrase "Teaching in English as a Second 
Language"; to insert “as well as the Certificate in Education, le 
Certificat d'enseignment de l'anglais, langue seconde, and the Certificate 
in the Teaching of English as a Second Language" to the statement in 
parenthesis; and to the last paragraph, page 1, "The Committee recommends, 
on the advice of the Department of Education, that a B (75%) grade also 

be required in Education C471, the internship in the Certificate programme. 


It was moved and seconded (Trudel/R. Tekel) to approve the Policy on Grade 
Levels for Candidates for Recommendation for Teaching Certificates. 


It was moved and seconded (Murray/Crowe) to amend the document to change 
the grade requirements for the internship and methods courses from B and 
C, respectively to B- and C-. Vote: DEFEATED 


The question was called on the motion to approve the document and was 
CARRIED. 


In the light of the discussion which took place, it was understood that 
the Registrar's Office, in consultation with the Curriculum Committee 
and parties inyolved,would draft a set of procedures relating to the 
concerns raised in implementing the policy. 


c) Addendae to Report 18U (Curriculum Changes 1981-82, ASFC 80-9-D3.) 


To the report headed Addenda to_Report 18U, Prof. McKeen asked to have 
all references to Geography C200° removed, and to correct the second 
paragraph to "The Department needs, however, introductory courses 
broadly defined, and believes that retaining C200, a 6-credit course and 
adding a 3-credit version of the old GEOG C201 will meet the need." 


It was moved and seconded (Tekel/Haccoun) to approve the changes in 
Geography. Vote: CARRIED 


It was moved and seconded (Singer/Armstrong) to approve the new courses 
in Interdisciplinary Studies ,C230, C231, C233, C234-Philosophy and 
Literature I, II, III and IV (12 credits). Vote: CARRIED 


Appointment of Student Representative to the Student Requests Committee 


It was moved and seconded (Crowe/Murray) to approve the appointment 
of Anna Ginter (B.A. programme) to the Student Requests Committee. 
Vote: CARRIED ~ 


It was moved and seconded (Crowe/Scheinberg) to allow CUSA to choose a 
student inthe B. Ed. programme to attend meetings of the S.R.C. until 
the next meeting of Council when they will present the name of their 
nominee. Vote: CARRIED 
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It was agreed that the name of the student chosen would be submitted to 
the Secretary of Council who in turn would forward it to Prof. Baldwin, 
who would then invite the student to attend the meetings. 


Other Business 


Undergraduate Scholars Co-ordinating Committee 


Referring to the minutes of September 5, Provost Singer indicated that 
it was his opinion that the Undergraduate Scholars Co-ordinating Com- 

mittee was no longer in existence, yet two members had been appointed 

to it at the last meeting of Council (Item 6c). 


Dean Cohen instructed the Secretary of Council to ask Steering Committee, 
at its next meeting to consider the issue of the existence or non- 
existence of the committee, and if the latter is decided, to notify 

those who were appointed that they need not serve.
